Summer  Schedules 
Ready  Now 

It’s  not  too  early  to  begin  thinking 
about  summer.  The  schedule  of  sum- 
mer classes  at  Avila  is  available  now. 
Six  and  eight-week  sessions  will  be 
offered  with  registrations  on  June  6 for 
classes  beginning  June  9,  and  on  June 
12  and  13  for  classes  beginning  June 
16.  Both  day  and  evening  classes  are 
scheduled.  On-campus  child  care  will 
be  available  Monday  through  Friday 
from  8 a.m.  to  12:30  p.m.  Special 
sessions  lasting  from  one  to  five  weeks 
will  also  be  offered  during  the  summer 
session.  The  first  special  session  will 
begin  June  2. 

Graduate  Credit 

Two  courses  in  special  education 
carrying  graduate  credit  will  be  offered 
for  the  first  time  this  summer.  The 
criteria  foradmittance  to  these  courses 
is  available  from  the  college.  Applica- 
tions should  be  requested  in  writing 
before  April  25  and  should  be  returned 
no  later  than  May  15.  The  Graduate 
Committee  will  notify  applicants  of 
acceptance  by  May  30. 

New  Montessori  Program 

The  Montessori  Teacher  Training 
Course  will  begin  Aug.  11  with  a new 
one-year  program  in  addition  to  its 
two-year  program.  The  one-year  pro- 
gram is  open  only  to  those  persons 
already  holding  a degree.  Miss  Lena 
Wikramaratne,  directress  of  Avila’s 
Montessori  program  who  studied  with 
Dr.  Maria  Montessori,  will  supervise 
the  training  courses. 


Alumni  Goal  New  Donors 

The  annual  alumni  support  program 
is  underway  this  spring  with  Miss 
Diana  Travalent  ’67  as  chairman.  The 
goal  this  year  is  to  match  the  increase 
of  200  new  donors  which  was  exper- 
ienced last  year,  thereby  making  the 
college  eligible  once  again  fora  special 
grant  of  $3,000  from  an  anonymous 
donor. 

As  part  of  the  campaign,  alumni  will 
conduct  a telethon  in  June  to  reach 
Kansas  City  area  alumni.  Monies 
raised  in  the  annual  program  go  to 
suppot  academic  programs  and  stu- 
dent services,  provide  scholarships 
and  build  a permanent  library.
